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FOREWORD 

This  report,  authorized  by  and  compiled  for  the  General  Assembly 
of  North  Carolina,  summarizes  statistical  data  and  operations  of  the 
Prison  Department.  It  does  not  include  audits,  which  are  covered  in 
the  biennial  report  of  the  State  Highway  and  Public  Works  Commis- 
sion, copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  by  writing  The  Auditor,  State 
Highway  and  Public  Works  Commission,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 


INTRODUCTION 

The  purpose  in  submitting  this  report  is  to  present  the  major 
improvements  in  the  North  Carolina  Prison  Department  and  to  pre- 
sent statistical  data  for  the  biennium  1954-1956. 

I.     PROGRESS  IN  ADMINISTRATION 

During  the  1954-1956  biennium,  chapters  in  the  Prison  Depart- 
ment Guidebook  were  supplemented  and  revised.  The  guidebook  was 
inaugurated  in  the  previous  biennium  in  order  to  consolidate  in 
convenient  form  provisions  pertaining  to  the  various  phases  of  penal 
administration. 

Major  additions  or  revisions  to  the  guidebook  are  as  follows : 

1.  Personnel  Policies  and  Procedures  concerning: 

(1)  Character  and  conduct  of  prison  personnel 

(2)  Indentification  of  prison  personnel  by  issuance  of  folders, 
cards,  and  badges 

2.  Construction    and    Maintenance    Policies    and    Procedures    con- 
cerning: 

(1)  Painting  of  prison  units 

(2)  Construction  and  maintenance  crews  composed  of  in- 
mates 

(3)  Construction  and  repair  order  requests 

3.  Inmate  Reception  Policies  and  Procedures  concerning  personal 
property  of  inmates. 

4.  Inmate  Custody  Policies  and  Procedures  concerning: 

(1)  Responsibilities  of  prisoner  transfer  officers 

(2)  Custody  and  security  in  the  State  Prison  System 

(3)  Administrative  and  punitive  segregation 

(4)  Interstate  transportation  of  fugitives 

(5)  Post  orders  for  custodial  officers 

5.  Inmate  Discipline  Policies  and  Procedures  concerning: 

(1)  Inmate  grievances 

(2)  Escape  offenses 


6.  Inmate  Treatment  and  Training  concerning: 

(1)  Mail  and  visiting 

(2)  Religious  services 

(3)  Recreation  privileges 

(4)  Blood  donations  by  inmates 

7.  Inmate  Employment  Policies  and  Procedures  concerning  inmates 
driving  vehicles. 

8.  Inmate  Release  Policies  and  Procedures  concerning : 

(1)  Detaining  inmates  beyond  regular  release  date 

(2)  Releasing  ill  or  injured  inmates 

A  system  has  been  instituted  whereby  administrative  and  infor- 
mation letters  are  composed  by  Prison  Administration  in  Raleigh 
and  distributed  to  key  personnel  throughout  the  Prison  System.  As 
a  result,  prison  personnel  are  better  informed  in  matters  concerning 
prison  policies  and  procedures. 

Personnel  is  now  organized  so  that  five  assistants  are  responsible 
to  the  Director  of  Prisons.  There  is  an  Assistant  Director  of  Prisons 
in  charge  of  each  area  of  prison  administration,  namely,  (1)  Re- 
habilitation, (2)  Field  Operations,  (3)  Business  Operations,  (4) 
Farm  Operations,  and  (5)  Prison  Enterprises  and  Services.  All  func- 
tions of  the  Prison  Department  are  channeled  through  these  five 
assistants  to  the  Director. 

The  Administrative  Staff  was  enlarged  by  the  approval  of  the 
following  positions  during  the  biennium: 

1.  Assistant  Director  In  Charge  of  Prison  Enterprises  and  Ser- 
vices— Employed  to  work  with  Prison  Industries  to  increase  pro- 
duction and  to  find  markets  for  prison-manufactured  items  among 
governmental  agencies. 

2.  Field  Operations  Assistant — This  employee  conducts  special 
investigations  which  cannot  he  conducted  by  the  Division  Supervisor 
or  other  employees. 

3.  Accountant — Employed  to  establish  and  maintain  a  system  of 
cost  accounting  for  the  expanded  program  of  industry,  farming, 
prison  labor,  and  other  activities. 


4.  Forester — To  plan  a  work  program  for  proper  classification 
of  the  state  owned  timberlands  in  the  department.  Surveys,  plans, 
and  executes  a  program  for  timber  and  pulpwood  operation,  thin- 
ning, reforestation,  and  fire  control  measures. 

5.  Prisoner  Classification  Assistant — To  assist  the  Supervisor 
of  Classification  and  attend  Classification  Committee  meetings. 

6.  Personnel  Officer — Employed  to  carry  out  the  personnel 
activities  within  the  Prison  Department. 

7.  Prison  Food  Supervisor — To  coordinate  and  supervise  the 
Food  Service  Program  for  the  entire  prison  system. 

Prison  Administration  Headquarters  in  Raleigh  have  been  moved 
from  the  first  floor  of  the  Mansion  Park  Building  to  a  new  Prison 
Administration  Building  on  Morgan  Street.  The  new  office  building 
is  a  modern  two-story  structure  which  provides  more  space  for  all 
departments. 

II.     PROGRESS  IN  PRISON  PROGRAMS 

REHABILITATION  PROGRAM 

The  Rehabilitation  Program  consists  of  six  of  the  major  services 
in  the  Prison  Department.  These  include  Classification,  Medical  Ser- 
vices, Consolidated  Records,  Education,  Religious  and  Moral  Training, 
and  Recreation. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Prison  Department  to  provide  a  program 
for  inmates  that  will  enable  them  to  return  to  society  rehabilitated 
to  the  point  that  they  will  become  acceptable  citizens  in  normal 
society. 

Classification 

The  Classification  process  for  those  inmates  who  are  committed 
through  the  Reception  Center  at  Central  Prison  includes  the  following 
functions : 

1.  Fingerprinted 

2.  Photographed 

3.  Interviewed 

4.  Tested  for  intelligence  quotient 

5.  Tested  for  educational  achievement 

6.  Given  physical  examination 


7.  Assigned  physical  rating 

8.  Social  history  taken 

9.  Custody  requirement  indicated 

Following  a  period  of  approximately  two  weeks  in  the  Reception 
Center,  during  which  the  inmates  are  processed,  all  cases  are  referred 
to  the  Classification  Assignment  Committee.  The  Committee  reviews 
each  case  and  assigns  the  new  inmates  to  the  various  prison  units. 
Assignments  are  based  on  the  following  criteria: 

1.  Custody  requirement 

2.  Rehabilitation  potential 

3.  Age 

4.  Criminal  history 

5.  Physical  rating 

6.  Manpower  needs  in  various  prison  units 

7.  Proximity  to  home 

8.  Vocational  and  technical  skill 

All  women  inmates  committed  to  prison  are  received  at  Women's 
Prison  in  Raleigh.  The  classification  process  is  essentially  the  same 
as  provided  for  felons  committed  through  the  Reception  Center  at 
Central  Prison. 

By  established  classification  procedures,  each  able  bodied  inmate 
is  placed  in  some  productive  industry,  farm  or  maintenance  work, 
usually  in  line  with  interests  or  prior  work  experiences. 

In  order  to  provide  more  effective  classification,  additional  prison 
units  have  been  classified.  Nine  units  are  now  designated  for  youthful 
offenders.  Five  units  have  been  designated  to  receive  physically  handi- 
capped inmates.  Work  commensurate  with  their  abilities  is  assigned 
to  inmates  at  these  units. 

There  are  four  custodial  classifications  of  inmates,  which  are 
minimum,  medium,  close  and  maximum.  Twenty-six  units  are  de- 
signated for  medium  custody  felons  and  nine  units  are  designated  for 
close  custody  felons.  The  Goldsboro  Youth  Center,  Umstead  Youth 
Center,  and  four  additional  units  are  designated  for  minimum  cus- 
tody. All  maximum  custody  inmates  are  assigned  to  Central  Prison 
or  Ivy  Bluff  Prison  in  Caswell  County. 

Education 

During  1956,  a  Vocational  Instructor  was  employed  at  each  of 
the  following  institutions:  Central  Prison,  Caledonia  Farm,  and 
Women's  Prison.  These  instructors  are  employed  for  the  purpose  of 


coordinating  on-the-job  training  with  classroom  instruction,  assem- 
bling resource  materials,  and  instructing  inmates  in  related  subjects 
to  make  on-the-job  training  a  meaningful  project. 

A  school  for  bricklayers  is  in  operation  at  Central  Prison.  The 
purpose  of  this  school  is  (1)  to  train  selected  inmates  in  fundamentals 
of  bricklaying  for  release  employment  and  (2)  to  utilize  skills  deve- 
loped in  the  school  to  produce  more  efficient  bricklayers  for  the  prison 
construction  program. 

Eighty-four  inmates  have  received  certificates  from  the  Food 
Service  School  at  Central  Prison  since  June,  1955.  The  certificates  are 
approved  by  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Religious  and  Moral  Training 

Religious  services  are  conducted  regularly  at  all  prison  units  by 
ministers  and  laymen  from  nearby  communities.  Religious  literature 
is  distributed  to  the  inmates  in  the  hospital  and  segregation.  The 
Prison  Chaplain  maintains  individual  contact  with  inmates  concern- 
ing personal  problems.  This  includes,  in  many  cases,  working  with 
friends  and  relatives  of  the  inmates.  Bible  correspondence  courses 
are  available  for  all  inmates. 

A  prayer  chapel  was  dedicated  at  Women's  Prison  in  February, 
1956.  The  chapel  provides  a  quiet  place  for  prayer. 

Recreation 

Approved  games  and  sports  are  permitted  during  off  duty  hours 
where  facilities  are  available.  Inmates  are  encouraged  to  box,  play 
baseball,  basketball,  horseshoes,  checkers  and  similar  games  which 
will  not  involve  danger  or  injury  to  the  participants.  Handicraft  is 
encouraged.  In  many  units,  inmates  keep  busy  in  their  leisure  in 
leatherwork. 

All  prison  units  have  television  sets  which  were  purchased  with 
profits  from  prisoner-operated  stores.  Inmates  may  watch  television 
until  bed-time  each  night.  Special  interest  has  been  shown  by  in- 
mates in  the  baseball,  softball,  and  boxing  tournaments  between  the 
prison  units.  There  are  four  leagues  of  baseball  with  six  teams  in 
each.  After  determining  the  champion  in  each  league,  there  is  a  play- 
off for  the  State  Championship 

More  than  one  hundred  inmates  participate  in  a  state-wide  boxing 
tournament  each  year.  The  finals  of  the  tournament  is  sponsored 
annually  by  a  civic  organization. 


NEW  INSTITUTIONS  ACTIVATED 

Prison  Hospitat,  at  McCain 

A  new  Prison  Hospital  for  male  and  female  tubercular  inmates 
has  been  constructed  and  was  activated  in  February  1956.  Located 
at  McCain  in  Hoke  County,  the  institution  provides  modern  facili- 
ties for  150  patients.  It  has  relieved  the  hospital  at  Women's  Prison 
of  caring  for  women  with  active  tuberculosis.  A  new  staffing  pattern 
and  program  has  been  set  up  w^hich  provides  a  better  program  for 
all  inmates,  including  health  law  violaters  with  active  tuberculosis. 

GoLDSBORO  Youth  Center 

A  new  Youth  Center  at  Goldsboro,  activated  in  July  1955,  has 
replaced  the  temporary  facilities  which  had  been  occupied  at  Raleigh. 
Sixty  Negro  youthful  first  offenders,  selected  from  county  units, 
occupy  this  new  facility.  Comparable  to  the  Umstead  Youth  Center 
at  Butner  for  young  white  first  offenders,  the  Goldsboro  Institution 
furnishes  labor  for  the  kitchen,  laundry,  and  farm  of  the  State  Hos- 
pital. 

Ivy  Bluff  Prison 

Ivy  Bluff  Prison,  an  institution  for  maximum  custody  inmates, 
has  been  constructed  and  activated  in  Caswell  County.  Problem 
prisoners  formerly  confined  at  units  not  built  to  care  for  this  type 
inmate  are  now  assigned  to  the  Ivy  Bluff  unit 

FOOD  SERVICE  PROGRAM 

Much  progress  has  been  made  in  raising  the  State  Board  of 
Health  sanitary  ratings  of  prison  kitchens.  This  is  reflected  in  the 
fact  that  during  a  six-month  period  in  1956,  the  average  sanitation 
score  for  prison  units  was  improved  by  twelve  points.  Plans  have 
been  formulated  to  standardize  equipment  for  kitchens  and  dining 
halls  in  all  county  prison  units.  Old  equipment  is  being  replaced  with 
modern  equipment  as  funds  become  available. 

The  Food  Service  School  at  Central  Prison  has  trained  eighty- 
four  inmates  in  cooking  and  baking.  Graduates  of  the  school  are  as- 
signed to  the  various  prison  units  as  cooks. 


FARM  PROGRAM 

The  Farm  Program  of  the  North  Carolina  Prison  Department  has 
as  its  objective  the  following: 

1.  To  produce  the  major  portion  of  the  food  requirements 

2.  To  produce  this  food  as  economically  as  is  practical 

3.  To  produce  the  food  in  quantities  and  amounts  to  im- 
prove the  diets  of  the  inmates 

4.  To  employ  as  many  inmates  as  possible 

The  amount  of  food  required  to  feed  inmates  of  the  Prison  System 
is  quite  large.  Aproximately  38,000  meals  are  prepared  and  served 
per  day.  The  program  is  based  on  the  production  of  fresh  vegetables, 
canned  fruits  and  vegetables,  swine,  beef  cattle  and  poultry. 

Fresh  vegetables  are  produced  at  all  units  of  the  Prison  System 
and  is  one  of  the  cheapest  sources  of  food.  A  farm  supervisor  has 
been  added  to  the  staff  to  coordinate  the  work  at  five  units  in  order 
to  furnish  fresh  vegetables  for  Central  Prison  and  for  conservation 
by  Women's  Prison  Cannery.  Of  the  vegetables  produced  at  these 
five  units,  3,410  bushels  of  vegetables  and  2,856  dozen  ears  of  corn 
were  consumed. 

The  purpose  of  the  canning  program  is  to  conserve  as  much  food 
as  possible,  improve  the  quality  of  fruits  and  vegetables  and  increase 
the  quantity  to  a  more  adequate  supply  of  the  requirements.  During 
this  year,  the  Prison  System  canned  a  total  of  363,934  gallons.  Floor 
plans  and  specifications  have  been  drawn  for  a  new  cannery  at 
Caledonia  Prison  Farm,  which  will  supply  the  Prison  System  approxi- 
mately 500,000  gallons  annually.  This  cannery,  when  completed,  will 
be  of  modern  design  and  will  handle  the  food  with  such  speed  as  to 
improve  the  quality  and  turn  out  large  quantities.  Of  the  vegetables 
produced  at  Women's  Prison,  Harnett  County,  Johnston  County,  Nash 
County  and  Wayne  County,  36,919  gallons  were  canned  at  Women'-s 
Prison  Cannery. 

Pork  is  consumed  in  large  quantities  in  the  Prison  System.  About 
6,000  head  of  hogs  are  required  annually.  In  order  to  meet  these  re- 
quirements, a  swine  breeding  program  has  been  instituted  whereby 
each  of  the  fourteen  Prison  Divisions  have  a  breeding  unit.  These 
units  carry  an  average  of  about  twenty  brood  sows  each  and  furnish 


feeder  pigs  to  the  respective  divisions.  The  breeding  units  have  saved 
an  average  of  six  and  one-half  pigs  per  litter  during  the  past  two 
years.  Caledonia  Prison  Farm  furnishes  about  one-half  of  the  pork 
requirements  for  the  Prison  System.  The  program  there  consists  of 
250  brood  som^s  and  an  average  monthly  inventory  of  approximately 
1,900  head. 

The  larger  part  of  the  beef  cattle  in  the  Prison  System  is  on  the 
farm  at  Caledonia.  The  brood  cow  herd  has  increased  by  378  cows 
the  past  two  years,  making  a  total  of  578  brood  cows.  To  supplement 
the  number  of  calves  raised  on  the  farm,  feeder  steers  are  purchased 
in  the  fall  and  carried  approximately  a  year  at  this  unit.  This  year, 
the  farm  purchased  581  head  of  feeder  steers.  Approximately  100 
steers  have  been  placed  at  the  camps  over  the  state.  Most  of  the 
steers  are  slaughtered  at  about  1,000  pounds.  With  the  increase  in 
brood  cows,  the  Prison  System  now  has  a  sufficient  number  of  beef 
cattle  to  furnish  the  requirements  for  the  next  twelve  months.  The 
practice  has  been  to  purchase  good  bulls.  From  the  heifer  calves 
produced,  the  herd  is  gradually  being  improved. 

The  poultry  program  at  Caledonia  Farm  is  a  new  enterprise  in 
the  Prison  System.  During  the  past  twelve  months,  this  farm  has 
produced  and  furnished  the  Prison  System  with  119,  570  dozen  eggs 
or  almost  4,000  cases.  The  farm  furnished  about  75%  of  the  feed 
used  for  the  poultry  flock,  which  amounted  to  351  tons.  In  addition 
to  the  eggs  produced,  this  enterprise  furnished  the  Prison  System 
37,797  pounds  of  poultry  meat.  An  accurate  record  was  kept  on  this 
enterprise  and  after  deducting  all  expenses,  a  profit  of  $34,919.77  was 
realized  from  it  during  the  period  December  1,  1955,  through  Decem- 
ber 1,  1956.  Request  has  been  made  for  additional  housing  space  to 
enlarge  the  poultry  enterprise.  To  furnish  the  egg  requirements  in 
the  Prison  System,  approximately  22,000  birds  would  be  needed.  At 
the  present  time,  the  flock  consists  of  10,000  birds.  Personnel  and 
cold  storage  facilities  are  available  for  this  expansion. 

For  the  year  1954-55,  the  farms  transferred  $944,595.75  worth  of 
commodities.  In  1955-56,  $900,051.65  worth  of  commodities  was  trans- 
ferred by  the  farms. 

During  the  year  a  graduate  forester  was  added  to  the  staff.  The 
objective  of  a  forestry  program  in  the  Prison  System  is  two-fold; 
first,  to  create  jobs  for  prison  inmates  and  second,  to  conserve  the 
natural  resources  of  all  state  forest  lands. 


III.     MAJOR  IMPROVEMENTS  IN  PRISON  FACILITIES 

The  Construction  Program  has  been  accelerated  during  the  past 
few  years  in  an  effort  to  meet  the  rising  prison  population  and  to 
provide  additional  employment  and  treatment  for  inmates.
